“Popular Ownership of Property” a special subject at its 
meeting in March. 
It is shown there that the number of ^ 
stockholders in the railroads of this country have increased 
from 647,000 in 1918 to 966,000 in 1925. In the gas companies 
there has been an increase of from 1,250,000 in l q18 to 2,611,- 


000 this year. 
In all the companies givfn in the survey, the number 
of individual stockholders as a whole has doubled* 
In tele­ 
graph and telephone the number of stockholders has increas­ 
ed three-fold. The new spirit is also appearing in the pack­ 
ing industry, which shows an increase of 
35,000 
share­ 


holders. many of them from the employes. 
This new development in American industry not only 
applies to the very large corporations such as railroads and 
public services, but also is reaching into the local industries 
—boots and shoes, clothing, typewriters, department stores. 
Most of the stock sold to employes goes out on the in­ 
stallment plan, the period of payment generally ranging from 


21 months to five years. 
And the farmer, too, is becoming interested. 
The D e­ 
partment of Agriculture gives figures showing that in 1916 
6*1,000 fawners were interested in cooperative buying or 
settling organizations. 
They estimate the number in 1925 at 


2,500,000. 
How has this affected the savings bank situation? W ell, 
the money used for stock investments apparently has not 
hurt the bank deposits. 
There were 10.600,000 savings de­ 
positors in the United States on January I, 1918. 
Seven 
years later—January, 1925—the number of depositors had 
increased to 38,800.000 and deposits had grown from ll bil­ 


le d to 20 billion.

At least this is a de­ 
lightful flight of the imagination but somehow commercial 
aviation seems to be going in another direction if it can be 
said to be going at all. 
Europe, where there is a beginning 
of air travel, the heavier-than-air machine is in general use. 
Of course Germany developed the dirigible years before 
the war and had regular lines in operation but outside of 
Germany the London-Paris line, the French lines and the 
proposed England to India line all adhere to the airplane. 
In trans-Atlantic flights both England and Ameirca are 
looking to the dirigible, but as yet there has been no devel­ 
opment of commercial aviation in this particular. 
The postal service, to give impetus to aerial traffic, is 
now offering an amount not in excess of four-fifths of the 
postage they handle to private concerns and all of such con­ 
tractors use airplanes. 
Thus, in broadening the scope of 
the transcontinental air mail line and seeking to encourage 
aviation among private individuals and corporations that 
the government itself is withholding, America is fostering 
the development of the heavier-than-air machine as a mail, 
freight and passenger carrier. 
It is a moot question which 
is the better vehicle of travel—the balloon or the airplan 
Nevertheless, what development there has been made; has 
been made—in one direction and the dirigible has been 
used in endless tests that have had amost no practical ap­ 


plication* 
However rapid may have been the advances of modern 
science and the mode of locomotion, the instability of the 
air has proven sufficient to retard aerial travel. 
The auto­ 
mobile is but little older than the airplane, but what a difr 
ference in the developm ent of the two!

Tokyo, May 6- A new ‘ roan of 
destiny '’ hat risen a Dove the political 
horizon in Japan and several head*1 
ihat wear the crown of statecraft are! 
beginning to lie uneasy 
This new disturber ot political plac-j 
idity is (Jenerai Baron (iiichi Tanaka, 
a soldier of distinction who has sheath ; 
od his sword and donned the mantle 
of the statesman. 
He bas accepted 
the leadership, or presidency, of the I 
Soiyukai party, the second largest po-j 
litical organization in Japan, succeed­ 
ing Korekiyo Takahashi, a former 
Premier. 
An imperial edict was necessary , 
before General 'Panaka 
could 
step 
from the army into politics 
Japan 
ese military law forbids soldiers en-! 
gaging in politics. 
By special coni 
jpand of the Prince Regent, General' 
Tanaka was placed upon the retired I 
list, although ho still has several years 
to go before reaching the retirement 
age. 
MAY BE PREMIER 
The question that eteryone I* ask-1 
log since General Tanaka entered the 
political arena is how ho will us^ the 
power that adheres to his position a- 
Feiyukai chieftain. 
Then general ex I 
p e e tat ion is that he will use it to 
make himself Prime Minister of Ja- ■ 
pan. 
The Seiyukai at present is a mom 
ber of the coalition of three parties j 
which forms the Japanese Government 
j 
headed by Premier Ka lo. It holds sec 
ond p la c e in the coalition, the Ken- 
selkai. Premier Kato’s party, being 
the dominant factor. 
It is believed 
that General Tanaka will not long p? 
content to remain in a subordinate 
position. 
Almost before General Tanaka had 
announced his acceptance of the Sei- 
yukai leadership, a series of confer­ 
ences began between political chief­ 
tains which gave rise to rumors that 
the astute General was planning a 
union of the Seiyuhonto and the Kak- 
ushin Club, minority parties, with the 
Seiyukai. 
Should this transpire Gen­ 
eral aTnaka would find himself at Ute 
head of the strongest party in 
the 
State, holding a majority of the seats 
in the Diet 
Thus fortified, he could 
turn the Kato Cabinet out almost at 
will and probably as the head of the 
majority party, promote himself into 
the Premiership 
GAVE PLEDGE 
For the present, however. General 
Tanaka is bound by a pledge given by 
Takahashi. his predecessor, to support 
the coalition until some issue arises 
upon wfcficb he can legitimately as­ 
sume an opposng position. 
Political observers predict that this 
Issue will arise in July when the Gov­ 
ernm ent begins to draft its financial 
budget 
for 
1926-27

'schemes of the Seiyukai w ere rejected 
when the budget of 1925-26 wa^s draft­ 
ed and ^divergence of opinion is cer­ 
tain to arise over items in the forth- 


I coming budget. It is not improbable 
j that General Tanaka may seize this 
opportunity to break away from the 
| cantion and seek a test of strength 
with the Kenseikai. 
General Tanaka's only previous e* 
^ perience in governmental affairs was 
I in 1922 when he w as Minister of War 
in the Cabinet of Premier Rara. His 


I teure of this office was marked by 


I the famous Xikolaievsk affair when 
! he sent a m i l i t a r y expedition to Siber- 
! ia in retaliation for the alleged mas­ 


sacre of Japanese by Russians at Nik- 
olaievsk. 
The sending of thus expedi­ 
tion was widely criticised at the time. j 
General Tanaka was born in 1863, ; 
being 62 years old, and has held many 
important commands in the Japanese 
army. 
He was created a baron in 
1920 in recognition of services to the J 
government during the European war.

Indianapolis, May 5,— W hen H oo­ 
sier educators this year made possible 
the first Indiana Junior Legislature, 
they set a precedent. 
But present in­ 
dications are th at when the second 
session is held in 1927, the Junior 
(general Assem blies also will be con­ 
vened in a dozen other States. 
As introduced in Indiana, the pur­ 
pose of the junior body of ''law m ak­ 
ers,” is to give the high school stu- i 
dents practical experience in dispos­ 
i n g ^ the S tate’s big issues of the 
day. 
Senators and R epresentatives are 
selected from the high schools in each 
community in much the sam e m anner 
as the regular Legislators are elected, 
only the student’s scholarship, rath er 
than popularity is the deciding factor. 
REGULAR SESSIONS 
At the close or th e regular Legisla­ 
ture, the high

“law m akers” 
journey to the state capital, where 
their session is convened under the 
guidance of ^ fle e rs of the regular 
Senate and House.

MORE OWNERS OF AMERICA 
T 
HE ^irrncan workman is surely becoming the American 
investor. 
W e hear that very often, hut every investiga­ 
tion brings it more forcefully to mind. 


Tile Academy of Political Science in New York made 
“Popular Ownership of Property" a special subject at its 
meeting in March. 
It is shown there that the number of 
stockholders in the railroads of this country have increased 
from 647,OOT* in 1°18 to 966.000 in 1°25. In the gas companies 
there ha« been an increase of from 1,250.000 in 1^18 to 2,611,- 


000 this year. 
In all the companies givyn in the survey, the number 
of individual stockholders as a whole has doubled* 
In tele­ 
graph and telephone the number of stockholders has increas­ 
ed three-fold. The new" spirit is also appearing in the pack­ 
ing industry, which shows an increase of 
25,000 
share­ 
holders. many of them from the employes. 


This new* development in American industry not only 
applies to the very large corporations such as railroads and 
public services, but also is reaching into the local industries 
—-hoots and shoes, clothing, typewriters, department stores. 
Most of the stock sold to employes goes out on the in­ 
stallment plan, the period of payment generally ranging from 
21 months to five years. 
And idle farmer, too, is becoming interested. 
The D e­ 
partment of Agriculture gives figures showing that in 1916 
6S1.000 farmers were interested in cooperative buying or 
settling organisations. 
They estimate the number in 1925 at 
2,500.000. 
How has this affected the savings bank situation? W ell, 
th e money used for stock investments apparently has not 
h u rt the bank deposits. 
There were 10.600,000 savings de­ 
positors in the United States on Tanuarv I, 1918, 
Seven 
years later—January, 1925—the number of depositors had 
increased to 28.800.000 and deposits had grown from ll bil­ 
i t h to 20 billion.

At least this is a de­ 
lightful flight of tlte imagination but somehow commercial 
aviation seems to be going in another direction if it can be 
said to be going at all. 
Europe, where there is a beginning 
of air travel, the heavier-than-air machine is in general use. 
Of course Germany developed the dirigible years before 
the war and had regular lines in operation but outside of 
Germany the London-Paris line, the French lines and the 
proposed England to India line all adhere to the airplane. 
In trans-Atlantic flights both England and Ameirca are 
looking to the dirigible, but as yet there has been no devel­ 
opment of commercial aviation in this particular. 
The postal service, to give impetus to aerial traffic, is 
now offering an amount not in excess of fpur-fifths of the 
postage they handle to private concerns and all of such con­ 
tractors use airplanes. 
Thus, in broadening the scope of 
the transcontinental air mail line and seeking to encourage 
aviation among private individuals and corporations that 
the government itself is withholding, America is fostering 
the development of the hcavier-than-air machine as a mail, 
freight and passenger carrier. 
It is a moot question which 
is the better vehicle of travel—the balloon or the airplan 
Nevertheless, what development there has been made; has 
been madcrin one direction and the dirigible has been 
used in endless tests that have bad amost no practical ap­ 
plication- 


However rapid may have been the advances of modern 
science and the mode of locomotion, the instability of the 
air has proven sufficient to retard aerial travel. 
The auto­ 
mobile is but little older than the airplane, but what a difr 
ferencc in the development of the two!
